rines, about 1,500 men, was sent 
last month to join the 6th Fleet 
in the Mediterranean.

Atomic Powers 
Study Plan 
for Disarming 


LONDON UP)—Four leading U.N. 


atomic powers today studied the 
new U.S. 
"steps-lo-disarmamenl" 


plan calling 
for taged cutbacks 


in both conventional and nuclear 
weapons to reduce the 
threat of 


war. 


The plan calls for strict interna- 


tional inspections and controls, a 
stumbling block in previous efforts 
to halt the big power arms race. 


Once this is working, the plan 


provides for a census of nuclear 
stocks and gradual conversion of 
such stockpiles to peaceful pur- 
poses. 


U. S. Delegate Harold E. Stassen 


outlined the proposal at a meeting 
of the five-power subcommittee of 
the U. N. Disarmament Commis- 
sion. Delegates .from the 
Soviet 


Union, Britain, France and Canada 
studied the lengthy, detailed draft 
overnight before meeting 
again 


today for fresh discussion. 


The U.S. plan differs significant- 


y from an earlier Russian propo- 
sal in that it would set up con- 
sols over nuclear weapons 
and 


production as well :'as limitations 
on conventional armaments. The 
Soviet 
plan, 
off,ejfce^.}£st. W.eek, 


dealt only with" conventional weap- 
ons. This was a reversal of pre- 
vious Russian demands that nucle- 
ar weapons must be banned as a 
'irst step to planning disarmament. 


The U. S. plan also would limit 


military forces of America and 
the Soviets to 2Va 
million 
men 


each, while the Russian proposal 
would restrict them to IVa million.

States regards its plan as workable

Under the U.S. plan, the nuclear

The nuclear phase would begin 


with a world census of atomic a 
hydrogen weapons, supplies 
and 


production. Then it would proceed 
to a system of control and inspec- 
tion, a freeze on production and 
finally conversion of nuclear stock- 
piles to peaceful uses.

A series of tornadoes and de- 


structive windstorms struck with 
unabated fury across 10 states in 
the mid-continent yesterday, kill- 
ing at least 45 persons and injur- 
ing more than 300 others. 


The violent spring storms, bat 


tering areas from 
the Midwest 


prairie lands southward into Mis- 
sissippi, came in the wake of tor- 
nadic winds which 
raked 
t h e 


Southwest earlier yesterday 
and 


Monday night. 


The casualty toll in the two days 


was at least 55 dead 
and more 


than 325 injured. Properly dam- 
age was estimated in the millions 
of dollars. 


Western Michigan, in the Grand 


Rapids district, suffered the heav- 
iest death and injury toll. Latest 
reports showed at least 22 dead, 
18 identified and 4 unidentified. 
More than 
200 were injured. 
A 


dozen twisters hammered the area 
destroying scores of homes. Some 
2,000 were reported homeless. 


Eight were killed and more thar 


50 injured in two Wisconsin com- 
munities. Also in the path of the

lated areas. Eisenhower led in all 
other districts.

percincts, I believe it shows great 
unrest among the farmers," Ke 
fauver said at Miami. "Since the 
present administration offers no

Attendants at a Memphis hospi- 


tal reported early today thai Gil- 
berl Fred Robinson, 55, of Para- 
gould. was in a critical condilion. 
Robinson suffered a fractured skull 
when the vicious 
wind 
smashed 


into the pickup truck he was driv- 
ing and propelled it 50 feet into a 
field. 


The other four victims were not 


injured as seriously as Robinson. 
They are Mrs. Veranita Tyson, 53, 
her husband, Charles, 48, infant 
Lily May Anderson, a granddaugh- 
ter of Ihe Tysons, and Mrs. Reie- 
ava Williams, 40. 


All four were in tenant houses 


when the lornado slashed through 
the Dead Mann's Curve area on 
Highway 40 about three miles west 
of Osceola. 


Tyson suffered a broken right 


ankle, and Mrs. Tyson received a 
broken right leg. 
hospital atten- 


dants said both are in good con- 
dition. Mrs. Williams 
sustained 


severe cuts and bruises, and Ihe 
infant girl escaped with minor in- 
juries. 


The violent winds unroofed Tay- 


lor's 
Grocery, demolished 
two 


barns and a tractor shed on the 
Tuck Glascoe farm, and destroyed 
six tenant houses.
